One man, registered by the local 
board yesterday, raised the total 
to 3,322. 

By 10 a.m. yesterday morning, 
Upland Draft Board (known of- 
ficially as Selective Service Draft 
Board No. 149) had received all 
draft registrant's cards, except a 
small precinct known as Silver 
Lake. Working all night, Walter 
Combs, in charge of registration 
in San Bernardino county clerk’s 
office, and his staff, had collected 
and distributed all cards accord- 
ing to draft board districts. 


Total number of draft enrollees 


registering in the city of Upland | 


was 611. The advance estimate 
was 621. Precinct number 10— 
the precinct served in the Upland 
chamber of commerce office, reg- 
istered the largest number of 
men, turning in 120 names. 

Biggest registration of any city 
in the entire Upland draft board 
district came from Trona, where 
737 men registered. Based on 
estimated population, the advance 
figure for Trona was only 203. 
‘The desert town of Trona is sup- 
ported by the American Potash 
and Chemical company. Many 
young men are employed in the 
‘plant. 

Of the 3,322 cards representing 
that many registrants, turned in- 
to the office of the Upland draft 
board, 477 were to be sorted from 
files because the enrollee places 
of residence are outside the dis- 
trict served by the Upland board. 
These cards are being sent to 
Sacramento to be forwarded to 
their correct draft boards. 

Included in the total cards kept 
here are many aliens, who will 
not be called for the compulsory 
military training.
